INAUGURAL    ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Coimcil: 

As  I  am  about  to  enter  upon  another  term  as  your 
mayor,  I  do  not  intend  to  weary  you  with  any  long  and  ex- 
haustive message;  there  is  not  a  great  deal  that  I  can  say 
to  you  or  to  our  people,  regarding  my  business  policy,  or  of 
my  conduct  as  a  city  official,  that  you  or  they  do  not 
already  know. 

At  the  commencement,  I  wish  to  thank  my  fellow 
citizens  for  the  honor  they  have  expressed  in  electing  me  a 
second  time  to  the  important  office  of  mayor. 

I  pledge  them  and  you,  gentlemen  of  the  city  council, 
that  I  will  give  the  duties  of  the  office  whatever  ability  I 
posess  and  will  in  every  way  possible  protect  the  interests 
of  the  city,  and  to  this  end  I  ask  your  hearty  support. 

I  believe  in  economy  and  an  honest  expenditure  of 
money,  and  I  believe  the  members  of  the  city  council  for 
the  past  year  have  faithfully  endeavored  to  manage  the  fi- 
nances in  a  wise,  honest,  and  economical  manner,  and  with 
added  experience,  the  results  of  the  future  should  be  still 
more  satisfactory. 

I  wish  to  congratulate  you  upon  ha.ving  been  selected 
by  our  people  to  transact  the  business  of  our  city.  Let  us 
therefore  pledge  to  our  constituents  that  we  will  use  our 
best  efforts  to  give  them  an  economical  and  business-like 
administration. 

FINANCE. 

I  am  able  to  report  the  financial  affairs  of  our  city  to 
be  in  a  prosperous  condition,  from  the  following  brief 
statement : 

Net  debt  at  end  of  year  1902,  $325,602.00. 


Decrease  in  the  net  debt  for  the  year  1902,  $1,210.05. 
Appropriation  for  1902  and  1903  was  $73,000.00. 
Tax  rate  was  $2.15. 

The  annual  report  will  give  to  you  every  account  item- 
ized. 

SANITARY    DEPARTMENT. 

A  subject  of  much  importance  to  our  city  at  this  time, 
is  that  of  the  public  health ;  we  have  indeed  been  very 
fortunate  in  escaping  epidemics,  and  the  strict  surveillance 
on  the  part  of  our  health  officers  has  only  kept  them  in 
hand. 

The  work  performed  by  this  department  is  what  the 
people  of  Somersworth  should  most  heartily  appreciate,  and 
I  do  not  think  it  improper  to  extend  the  thanks  of  the 
people  of  our  city  to  our  faithful  and  efficient  board  of 
health. 

I  consider  the  experiment  made  as  to  the  collection  of 
garbage  one  of  the  best  investments  the  city  could  make, 
and  recommend  a  special  appropriation  of  one  thousand 
dollars  ($1,000)  for  its  maintenance,  to  be  expended  under 
the  supervision  of  the  board  of  health ;  and  that  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  city  be  so  amended,  that  a  proper  compen- 
sation shall  be  paid  the  sanitary  officer;  and  that  rules  and 
regulations  should  be  made  providing  that  all  waste  and 
rubbish  be  placed  in  proper  receptacles  before  being  placed 
in  the  street,  thereby  lessening  the  expense  of  collecting, 
also  governing  the  method,  time,  etc.,  for  its  removal. 

CEMETERY. 

Improvements  in  the  care  of  our  public  cemetery  are 
due  to  those  having  special  charge,  and  they  are  entitled  to 
a  great  deal  of  credit  for  their  careful  management.  The 
finances  are  in  a  gratifying  condition,  the  cemetery  trust 
fund  now  amounting  to  eight  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty  dollars  ($8,920.00). 
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PUBLIC    BUILDINGS. 

Our  public  buildings  are  generally  in  a  good  condition ; 
financially  the  city  hall  is  not  in  as  good  condition  as  we 
could  desire,  although  our  excess  of  expenditures  over 
receipts  is  very  small,  $238.58,  but  with  the  high  price  of 
fuel,  improvements  to  the  opera  house  entrance,  which  has 
long  been  needed,  and  repairs  in  the  poHce  station,  we  need 
not  feel  but  that  the  showing  has  been  good. 

FIRE    DEPARTMENT,    ETC. 

We  all  know  the  need  of  a  good,  strong,  efficient  fire 
department,  and  ours  is  conceded  to  be  as  good  as  any  of 
its  size  in  the  state.  The  thanks  of  the  city  are  due  its 
management  for  the  businesslike  and  able  manner  its 
affairs  have  been  conducted.  We  have  added  to  its  equip- 
ment some  six  hundred  feet  of  hose  and  twenty  rubber 
coats,  and  still  out  of  its  appropriation  it  has  a  balance  in 
its  favor.  In  my  inaugural  of  a  year  ago,  I  suggested  a  fire 
alarm  system.  At  this  time,  I  not  only  suggest  it,  but 
heartily  recommend  it,  and  hope  you  will  at  once  appoint  a 
competent  committee,  and  provide  adequate  means  to  carry 
out  the  recommendation. 

You  are  aware  that  our  schools  are  controlled  by  a 
school  board,  and  our  police  department  and  water  works 
department  by  commissioners,  and  I  do  not  wish  to  offer 
any  criticism  upon  the  way  these  departments  are  managed. 

HIGHWAYS,    ETC. 

I  am  sure  you  will  agree  with  me  in  commending  the 
earnest  efforts  of  the  street  commissioner  to  improve  the 
condition  of  our  streets,  and  still  hold  those  expenditures 
within  the  appropriations.  The  great  subject  of  the  day 
seems  to  be  good  roads,  and  I  am  glad  to  know  that  there 
are  a  great  many  people  of  this  city  interested  in  them ; 
what  we  have  done  has  been  done  well.     While  I  asked  for 
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an  appropriation  for  macadam  last  year,  I  found  the  condi- 
tion of  our  road  machine  was  such,  and  the  scarcity  of 
suitable  stone,  that  we  concluded  to  build  sidewalks  with 
macadam  money ;  and  I  trust  the  work  will  be  carried  on 
each  year  until  the  city  has  proper  sidewalks  from  one  end 
to  the  other.  So  far  as  I  am  able  to  learn,  general  satisfac- 
tion by  the  tax  payers  is  manifested  by  such  a  policy. 

In  concluding  this  address,  there  might  be  some  mat- 
ters that  could  be  treated  at  this  time,  but  I  think  I  have 
wearied  you  sufficiently. 

I  wish  to  be  understood  that  in  any  department  in 
which  I  shall  recommend  an  increase  of  appropriation,  it  is 
not  my  thought  or  purpose  to  increase  the  tax  rate,  for  I  am 
sure  the  rate  can  be  reduced  to  two  per  cent  during  the 
next  two  years,  provided  we  all  work  together  with  that  end 
in  view. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  city 
council,  heads  of  departments  and  city  officials,  for  their 
kind  assistance  and  firm  support  rendered  me  during  the 
past  year. 

We  are  now  sworn  officials  of  the  city  ;  no  matter  what 
responsibilities  may  come  before  us  the  coming  year,  we 
must  face  them  bravely  and  conscientiously.  Let  us 
endeavor,  then,  to  do  our  work  like  men,  honestly  and  can- 
didly, and  at  the  close  of  the  year  no  reflection  can  be  cast 
upon  us.

so  doing,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  committee  on  claims 
and  accounts,  be  paid  by  the  city  out  of  money  not  other- 
wise expended,  and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  confer 
with  the  board  of  health  with  power  to  act.

be  subject  to  removal  at  any  time  by  the  chief  engineer, 
and  be  subject  to  the  same  fines  as  members  of   his  com- 
pany, which  fines  shall  be  deducted  from  his  salary.

STREET  COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT. 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
of  Sonierszvorth  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  street 
commissioner  of  the  city  of  Somersworth  for  the  year 
1902-3  : 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  special  effort  was  made 
to  put  our  streets  in  the  best  condition  possible,  by  remov- 
ing therefrom  all  refuse  matter  and  placing  them  in  first 
class  repair,  and  the  matter  of  keeping  up  this  improved 
condition  has  been  the  policy  pursued  during  the  entire 
year. 

STREETS. 

Continual  washing,  caused  by  the  unusually  heavy 
rains  during  the  early  part  of  the  season,  made  the  matter 
of  repairs  very  much  more  expensive  than  in  previous 
years,  but  by  being  constantly  prepared  for  all  heavy 
storms  we  have  succeeded  in  preventing  any  serious  wash- 
outs or  damage  to  our  heavy  grades. 

All  out-lying  districts  have  been  well  and  economically 
taken  care  of,  and  at  a  very  moderate  expenditure  of  money. 

NEW    WORK. 

During  the  past  year  your  department  has  laid  out  and 
built  a  new  piece  of  road,  '-Emery  street"  so  called,  run- 
ning from  Maple  street  to  Prospect  street,  a  distance  of 
seven  hundred  and  forty  seven  feet,  forty  feet  wide,  includ- 
ing sidewalks,  at  a  total  cost  of  $67.50.  Sufficient  paving 
stone  was  taken  from  said  street,  at  $1.00  per  load,  "the 
price  of  such  stone  at  that  time,"  to  have  paid  for  one-half  of 
the  above  cost  of  the  street. 
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GRADING. 

Sufificient  grading  was  taken  from  the  extension  of 
Grand  street  from  Hamilton  to  West  High  to  grade  West 
High  street  from  Grand  street  to  Cemetery  road;  and  1 
would  recommend  at  this  time  that  the  lowering  of  the 
grade  of  said  extension  of  Grand  street  be  continued  as 
fast  as  possible,  until  said  street  has  been  brought  to  a 
proper  grade. 

CEMETERY    ROAD. 

Much  trouble  has  been  experienced  since  the  building 
of  this  road,  on  account  of  the  low  ground,  which  during 
the  wet  seasons  and  after  any  heavy  rain  has  been  very 
muddy ;  this  condition  has  been  overcome  by  grading,  and 
with  a  very  small  expenditure  could  in  my  judgment  be 
made  the  equal  of  any  road  in  our  city. 

STREETS    WHICH    HAVE    RECEIVED    SPECIAL    ATTENTION. 

Bartlett  avenue,  the  old  Town  road  leading  from  the 
cemetery  to  the  Indigo  Hill  road,  South  street  from  High 
street  to  Portland  street.  Home  street  from  High  street  to 
Myrtle  street,  Spring  street  from  Union  street  to  Main 
street,  Water  street  from  Union  street  to  Main  street, 
Franklin  street  from  Green  street  to  Main  street,  Fore 
street  from  High  street  to  Main  street.  Winter  street  from 
Market  street  to  Lincoln  street.  Maple  street  from  Linden 
street  to  Emery  street,  have  all  been  graded  and  put  in 
first  class  repair. 

SIDEWALKS. 

It  was  generally  known  that  our  sidewalks  needed 
attention,  and  your  department  believed  that  all  improve- 
ments in  this  part  of  the  work  should  be  made  as  far  as 
possible  of  a  permanent  nature. 

Concrete  walks  have  been  laid  by  the  best  and  most 
experienced  parties  in  our  state  on  the  following  streets : 
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High  street  from  Washington  street  to  Garden  street, 
Grove  street  from  High  street  to  Grand  street,  Maple 
street  from  Lincohi  street  to  Linden  street,  Highland  street 
from  High  street  to  Grand  street;  in  addition  to  which 
several  new  concrete  crossings  have  been  laid. 

Cinder  walks  have  been  laid  on  the  following  named 
streets : 

High  street  from  Indigo  Hill  road  to  Garden  street, 
South  street  from  High  street  to  Green  street,  Franklin 
street  from  High  street  to  Green  street.  Garden  street 
from  Franklin  street  to  High  street,  and  Winter  street 
from  Linden  street  to  Lincoln  street. 

The  cost  of  laying  this  latter  piece  of  walk  amounted 
to  ^55-00,  as  compared  to  several  hundred  paid  by  our  city 
for  laying  the  same  walk  with  plank  in  a  previous  year. 

In  the  brick  yard  district  new  walks  have  been  laid  on 
several  streets,  and  also  on  the  road  leading  from  the  New 
Dam  school  building  to  the  Salmon  Falls  road. 

CURBING. 

About  2,000  feet  of  new  curbing  have  been  put  in  on 
the  following  streets  :  South,  Maple,  Highland  and  High  ; 
and  granite  crossings  have  been  put  in  on  Lincoln,  Page, 
High  and  Maple  streets. 

SEWERS. 

Our  sewers  were  sadly  in  need  of  attention.  The 
sewer  in  the  brick  yard  district,  some  200  feet  in  length, 
was  nearly  all  relaid  ;  the  sewer  extending  from  Indigo  Hill 
road  to  the  outlet  on  the  New  Dam  road  was  well  filled 
with  tin  cans  and  rubbish  of  every  description  ;  the  sewer 
from  Green  street  to  Union  street  was  relaid,  and  about 
350  feet  of  new  sewer  was  put  in  on  Walnut  street.  New 
receivers  were  required  in  several  parts  of  the  system,  and 
were  put  m. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  laying  of  sidewalks  be 
continued,  and  that  such  work  be  thoroughly  and  perma- 
nently done,  for  the  best  is  the  cheapest  in  the  end. 

At  the  present  time  it  is  impossible  for  your  depart- 
ment to  satisfactorily  open  our  streets  with  our  present 
number  of  snow-plows  after  a  severe  storm,  and  I  would 
recommend  the  purchase  of  two  additional  plows  for  the 
coming  season. 

In  closing,  I  desire  to  thank  His  Honor,  the  Mayor, 
and  the  members  of  the  city  council  for  their  kindness  and 
courtesy  during  the  past  year.

It  is  quite  apparent  to  all  citizens  that  there  is  a  great 
necessity  for  the  establishing  of  a  fire  alarm  system  in  this 
city,  and  I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  the  city  coun- 
cil take  this  matter  into  consideration  at  their  early  con- 
venience. I  would  also  recommend  that  there  be  purchased 
600  feet  double  jacket  hose ;  also  four  hand  chemicals,  two 
for  No.  3,  and  two  for  No.  4. 

There  has  been  added  to  the  department  20  rubber 
coats  and  600  feet  double  jacket  hose. 

The  department  at  the  present  time  is  in  good  condi- 
tion, and  would  be  the  best  with  the  recommendations  car- 
ried out.

CITY  PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor,  and  City  Council : 

In  assuming  the  duties  of  the  board  of  health  we  were 
possessed  with  an  ambition  to  make  the  administration  of 
its  affairs  a  manifest  success. 

If  we  have  not  realized  all  that  we  could  have  desired 
or  hoped  for  it  has  not  been  from  a  lack  of  devotion  or  of 
time  and  effort  given  to  the  work.  We  think  we  are  right 
in  claiming  that  the  interests  committed  to  us  are  second  in 
importance  to  none  in  the  city. 

Sanitary  reform  is  in  the  air,  and  he  who  would  not 
tag  behind  in  the  procession  must  keep  step  to  the  music. 

The  rapid  strides  of  sanitary  science  have  disclosed 
many  sources  of  disease  that  were  formerly  unsuspected. 

The  avoidance  of  these  perils  necessitates  a  recon- 
struction of  the  methods  of  living  handed  down  from  our 
grandfathers. 

Usages  that  were  universal  and  wholly  satisfactory  in 
their  easy-going  times,  in  the  light  of  present  day  sanitary 
knowledge  are  deemed  quite  uncivilized.  To  many,  how- 
ever, the  "golden  age"  is  in  the  past,  and  inovations  upon 
Its  sacred  customs  arouse  their  righteous  resentment. 

This  has  been  encountered,  particularly  in  our  crusade 
against  privies  and  privy  vaults. 

These,  in  the  compact  parts  of  the  city,  have  been 
justly  regarded  as  nuisances,  and  the  law  contemplates  the 
time  when  they  will  be  wholly  superseded  by  water  closets 
and  sewer  connections. 

While  a  wise  conservatism  suggests  that  a  privy  vault 
properly  constructed  aforetime,  in  a  favorable  location,  and 
receiving  proper  care,  may  be  tolerated  for  the  present,  it 
is  too  late  in  the  day  to  favor  an  expenditure  of  money. 
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that  should  be  devoted  to  water  closets  and  sewer  connec- 
tions, upon  the  repair  of  old,  dilapidated  vaults  or  upon  the 
construction  of  new  ones. 

Although  the  law  is  ample  to  sustain  us  in  our  orders 
for  the  abatement  of  these  nuisances,  we  have  been  reluc- 
tant to  invoke  its  aid,  but  have  been  obliged  to  in  one  case, 
in  order  to  insure  the  abatement  of  a  nuisance  that  was 
particularly  obnoxious,  and  to  awaken  the  public  sense  to  a 
wholesale  regard  for  the  authority  vested  in  a  board  of 
health. 

In  the  effort  to  enforce  the  law  in  regard  to  the  vac- 
cination of  school  children  we  have  also  encountered  oppo- 
sition on  the  part  of  some  who  are  prejudiced  against  its 
practice. 

A  goodly  number  are  yet  in  our  school  in  defiance  of 
the  law,  an  offense  punishable  by  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for 
the  first  offense  and  ten  dollars  or  imprisonment  for  a 
second. 

The  law  is  mandatory  upon  the  board  of  health  ;  it 
says  they  shall  prosecute  its  violators,  and  they  themselves 
are  liable  to  prosecution  for  neglect  to  do  so. 

The  law  assumes  that  vaccination  is  the  only  known 
protection  against  smallpox,  and  that  the  fallacious  theo- 
ries of  the  anti-vaccinationists,  as  well  as  the  whims  and 
caprices  of  individuals,  should  be  ignored. 

If  this  law  were  enforced  to  the  letter  it  is  believed  it 
would  not  be  many  years  before  it  would  be  impossible  for 
an  epidemic  of  smallpox  to  gain  a  foothold  in  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

Such  an  epidemic  is  a  calamity,  look  at  it  as  you  may. 
It  causes  not  only  physical  and  mental  distress  and  great 
inconvenience  to  its  victims  and  immediate  friends,  but  it 
distracts  society,  demoralizes  trade,  interferes  with  indus- 
trial pursuits,  and  subjects  the  city  to  great  expense. 

Any  reasonable  expenditure  to  avert  such  a  disaster  is, 
it  is  believed,  a  wise,  economic  measure. 
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To  this  end  we  would  recommend  a  system  of  free 
vaccination  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  the  same  as  has  been 
established  in  many  other  towns  and  cities.  The  preva- 
lence of  smallpox  all  around  us  renders  an  outbreak  of  it 
in  our  city  not  only  possible  but  probable,  and  ordinary 
prudence  demands  that  we  should  be  prepared  for  it. 

In  such  an  event  prompt  action  is  imperative  to  pre- 
vent its  spread. 

There  is  no  place  at  our  command  to  which  patients 
could  be  removed.  No  building  that  is  suitable  is  likely 
to  be  vacant,  and  if  so,  could  only  be  obtained  at  an  exorbi- 
tant rent.  Moreover,  when  no  longer  needed  its  furnish- 
ings must  be  removed.  No  one  will  store  them  or  buy 
them,  and  they  are  sacrificed,  to  be  replaced  whenever 
another  occasion  requires. 

We  would  urge  upon  the  council  some  relief  from  this 
improvident  situation  by  the  erection  or  purchase  of  a  build- 
ing adapted  to  the  purpose  of  a  detention  hospital. 

We  have  been  impressed  by  the  evil  consequences  of 
allowing  men,  in  their  greed,  to  enlarge  or  extend  old  dwell- 
ings to  the  utmost  limit  of  their  premises,  or  to  convert 
every  old  out-house  into  tenements  for  unwary  tenants,  in 
total  disregard  of  the  requirements  of  the  health  and  well- 
being  of  its  occupants,  abodes  dark,  damp  and  dismal, 
where  filth  is  produced  and  accumulates,  where  the  stag- 
nant air  is  rank  with  human  stench,  that  most  villainous  of 
all  smells;  where  children  are  born  to  lives  of  squalor  or 
mischance,  or  by  kind  Providence  are  taken  from  the  evil 
to  come ;  where  germs  are  hatched,  and  tuberculosis  and 
other  diseases  recruit  their  victims,  and  where  moral  de- 
cency is  about  as  impossible  as  physical  decency. 

Neither  landlords,  if  ever  so  well  disposed,  or  health 
officers,  if  ever  so  determined,  can  keep  such  premises  in 
sanitary  condition. 

No  one  should  be  allowed  to  erect  a  buildins  as  a  dwell- 
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ing,  in  the  compact  part  of  the  city  at  least,  without  obtain- 
ing a  permit  from  some  estabHshed  authority. 

An  appHcation  for  the  same  should  specify  the  pro- 
posed site,  surroundings  and  sufficient  area  of  the  lot,  the 
dimensions  of  the  building,  number  and  size  of  the  tene- 
ments, the  provision  for  ventilation  and  sunshine,  and  the 
structural  means  for  the  disposal  of  sewerage  and  excre- 
mental  matter. 

In  August  last,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  board  of  health, 
the  council  empowered  the  board  to  provide  for  the  removal 
of  the  household  garbage  of  the  city  for  six  months  as  an 
experiment. 

Before  the  expiration  of  the  limit,  however,  the  work 
was  necessarily  suspended  for  want  of  funds. 

This  is  not  so  much  to  be  deplored  if  it  can  be  resumed 
soon  as  the  accumulation  of  the  winter  is  liberated  from  the 
frost  and  before  decomposition  shall  render  it  offensive. 

The  matter,  we  trust,  will  receive  the  serious  consider- 
ation of  the  council. 

The  extensive  use  of  milk  as  a  diet,  especially  of  ten- 
der babes,  and  as  an  ingredient  in  innumerable  culinary 
dishes,  makes  it  very  important  that  the  purity  of  the  city's 
supply  should  be  scrupulously  guarded. 

To  this  end  we  appointed  F.  C.  Pearson  as  our  agent, 
he  having  furnished  a  certificate  of  his  qualification  from 
the  N.  H.  Agricultural  College. 

His  report  to  us  shows  that  the  number  of  licenses 
taken  out  number  fifty-three,  and  it  is  creditable  to  these 
dealers  that  his  numerous  tests  showed  no  departure  from 
the  standard  of  purity  required  by  law  sufficiently  flagrant 
to  justify  prosecution.  He  reports  that  the  milk  sold  in 
Somersworth  compares  favorably  with  that  produced  at  the 
state  agricultural  college,  where  cows  are  cared  for  and  fed 
under  the  latest  scientific  principles.  He  has  also  visited 
many  of  the  dairy  farms  and  made  inspection  of  the  herds 
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and  the  conditions,  in  a  sanitary  point  of  view,  under  which 
the  milk  is  produced. 

Early  in  the  season  a  school  of  instruction,  of  three 
days'  duration,  was  held  in  Concord  under  the  auspices  of 
the  state  board  of  health,  constituted  of  representatives  of 
the  local  boards  of  health,  whose  presence  and  expenses 
are  chargeable  by  law  to  the  city  or  town  they  represent. 

The  papers  read  by  those  who  had  given  years  to  the 
study  of  sanitary  problems,  and  the  discussions  that  fol- 
lowed, were  an  invaluable  help  to  those  who  are  m  a  sense 
responsible  for  the  lives  and  health  of  their  respective  com- 
munities. 

We  would  call  special  attention  to  the  accompanying 
report  of  the  sanitary  ofificer,  giving  an  incomplete  account 
of  the  work  done  last  year,  which  we  are  safe  in  saying 
compares  more  than  favorably  with  that  of  any  year  smce 
the  city  was  organized. 

The  salary  of  this  office  is  entirely  inadequate  to  the 
amount  of  work  to  be  done.  It  is  enough  for  some  men, 
but  for  a  man  of  sufficient  intelligence,  good  judgment, 
executive  force,  and  who  understands  human  nature,  it  is 
too  insignificant  to  be  seriously  considered.

SANITARY   OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


In  accordance  with  Chapter  IX,  Section  8,  of  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  city  of  Somersworth,  I  herewith  submit  my 
report  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  28,  1903  : 

I  have  made  a  most  thorough  investigation  into  the 
sanitary  condition  of  all  dwellings  and  business  places  and 
out-buildings,  givinge  special  attention  to  drainage,  privies 
and  vaults.  Total  number  of  these  places  inspected,  683. 
In  many  of  these  places  several  visits  were  made  to  bring 
about  required  results.  The  record  book  of  inspection  will 
give  condition  of  each  place  inspected.

ANALYSIS    OF    WATER. 

By  request  of  the  state  board  of  health,  considerable 
attention  has  been  given  to  analysis  of  well  water  through- 
out the  city.     Number  of  tests  made,  41. 

These  tests  were  made  at  the  Laboratory  of  Hygiene 
at  Concord,  and  the  reports  sent  back  show  the  water  from 
two-thirds  of  the  wells  tested  to  be  badly  polluted,  and  only 
five  to  be  absolutely  good  water.  It  would  seem  that  this 
ought  to  convince  our  people  of  the  importance  of  consider- 
ing well  the  kind  of  water  they  use  for  domestic  purposes. 
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ABANDONED    WELLS. 

Unused  wells  and  wells  used  but  little  are  a  menace  to 
the  health  of  the  people.  During  the  year  the  number  of 
unused  wells  filled  in  was  eighteen,  and  it  is  safe  to  say 
that  there  are  more  than  fifty  in  the  city  that  should  be 
abandoned  and  filled  in. 

Too  much  stress  cannot  be  laid  upon  the  importance  of 
closing  and  filling  up  of  unused  wells.  It  is  not  enough  to 
close  them ;  they  should  be  filled  in.  We  are  constantly 
being  warned  by  the  state  board  of  health  that  unused  wells, 
and  wells  little  used,  are  one  of  the  greatest  sources  of 
disease. 

GARBAGE. 

In  line  with  the  recommendation  made  by  His  Honor, 
the  Mayor,  in  his  inaugural  address,  the  matter  of  collec- 
tion of  garbage  and  refuse  was  taken  up.  A  communica- 
tion addressed  to  the  city  council  asking  power  to  proceed 
in  the  matter  was  considered  by  that  body,  and  action  taken 
empowering  the  board  of  health  to  hire  the  necessary  help 
to  collect  garbage,  swill,  and  refuse  from  August  7th  to 
February  ist.  The  board,  through  the  sanitary  officer, 
began  the  work  of  collecting  at  once,  and  continued  so 
doing  up  to  Dec.  9th,  when  through  the  apparent  lack  of 
funds  work  wa^  stopped. 

The  collection  of  garbage  I  believe  to  be  one  of  the  most 
satisfactory  moves  the  city  has  made,  and  so  far  as  I  have 
been  able  to  learn  has  met  with  the  approval  of  all  the 
people,  whom  I  believe  desire  its  continuance  in  the  future. 
Should  the  next  city  council  make  provision  to  carry 
on  this  department,  rules  and  regulations  should  be  drawn 
up  governing  the  method  and  time  of  removal  of  garbage, 
as  well  as  the  duties  of  the  public  in  the  matter,  and  a 
copy  of  such  rules  and  regulations  left  at  each  house,  so 
that  all  may  know  when  to  expect  the  arrival  of  the  garbage 
cart. 
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Contagious  diseases  reported  from  Dec.  31st,  1901,  to 
Dec.  31st,  1902:  Diphtheria,  7,  died,  3.  Typhoid  fever,  6, 
died,  3.     Measles,  10. 

Suggestion  :  An  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound 
of  cure.  Therefore — Keep  cleaned  up.  Get  plenty  of  light 
and  sunshine.     Get  all  the  pure  air  possible.

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  re- 
port as  plumbing  inspector  for  the  year  ending  Septem- 
ber 30,  1902  : 

Since  my  last  report,  I  have  examined  forty-six  (46) 
sewer  connections,  and  examined  the  iron  pipe  drainage 
and  ventilation  of  same,  which  I  found  to  be  thoroughly 
sanitary  and  satisfactory. 

The  increase  in  number  of  inspections  over  my  report 
of  last  year  is  to  some  extent  due  to  the  thorough  and 
effective  work  of  the  board  of  health  in  enforcing  the  abate- 
ment of  several  serious  nuisances  of  unhealthy  out-build- 
ings in  the  tenement  district,  and  the  voluntary  methods' 
adopted  by  other  property  owners,  who  have  realized  the 
fact  that  with  the  system  of  sewerage  and  abundant  supply 
of  water  our  city  is  fortunate  to  control,  the  numerous 
vaults  and  cesspools  throughout  the  city  can  easily  and 
economically  be  dispensed  with.

CITY  SOLICITOR'S  REPORT. 


SoMERSwoRTH,  N.  H.,  March  ist,  1903. 
To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  the  City  Council : 

The  city  has  had  one  suit  brought  against  it  during 
the  year  just  ended  and  one  other  suit  which  has  been  long 
pending  cleared  from  the  court  docket.  The  suit  that  has 
been  brought  is  that  of  Morin  v.  Somersworth,  for  alleged 
injuries  resulting  to  the  owner  of  Janvrin  Block,  on  Main 
street,  from  surface  water. 

The  suit  of  Thomas  Bolland  is  the  one  which  has  gone 
off  the  docket,  by  the  payment  of  counsel  fees  and  reopen- 
ing the  ancient  water-course  that  had  been  obstructed  at 
the  time  of  putting  in  the  sewer  which  passes  close  to  his 
house. 

There  have  been  other  claims  made  against  the  city 
for  damages  from  flooding  which  have  been  passed  upon  by 
the  present  solicitor,  and  he  was  unable  to  see  wherein  the 
city  was  liable.  Some  of  these  parties  have  threatened  to 
bring  suit.  Others  have  been  presented  and  one  allowed, 
and  one  still  remains  unpassed  upon. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  it  is  understood  that  the 
interests  of  the  city  are  guarded  with  the  same  care  that 
private  citizens  protect  their  property  from  unjust  and 
frivolous  demands,  that  there  will  be  less  claims  presented 
for  adjustment.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayo?;  and  to  the  City  Conncil  of  the 
City  of  Somersivorth : 

Gentlemen  : — Your  library  trustees  present  their  report 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending-  March  i,  1903,  including  herein 
the  report  of  the  librarian  : 

The  liberal  appropriation  granted  last  spring  gave  the 
means  to  carry  out  our  plan  of  making  substantial  addi- 
tions to  the  library  during  the  past  year  by  purchase  and 
by  classifying  and  indexing  books  and  pamphlets  already 
in  the  library. 

The  total  number  of  books  added  by  purchase  during 
the  year  has  been  234,  as  compared  with  115  for  the  previ- 
ous year. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  now  in  the  library  is 
9,423,  as  compared  with  7,739  reported  one  year  ago. 

The  patronage  of  the  library  has  increased  remarkably 
during  the  past  year,  the  total  number  of  books  given  out 
during  the  past  year  being  18,678,  as  compared  with  16,714, 
the  number  given  out  the  previous  year.

REPORT    OF  CHAIRMAN   OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


SoMERSWORTH,  N.  H.,  April  1st,  1903. 

To   the  Alayor  and  City    Council  of  the    City   of  Somers- 
ivortJi : 

Gentlemen : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the 
report  of  the  public  schools  of  Somersworth  for  the  year 
ending  February  15th,  1903. 

The  attendance  during  the  year  has  not  been  as  large  as 
previous  years,  due  to  the  large  number  of  pupils  that 
entered  the  Parochial  schools,  but  there  has  been  a  greater 
percentage  of  daily  attendance,  a  fact  that  speaks  well  for 
the  schools,  as  it  is  conclusive  evidence  that  the  teachers 
are  making  the  studies  interesting,  as  well  as  profitable. 

In  the  High  school,  the  same  consistent  work  is  being 
carried  on,  Mr.  Ferguson  and  assistants  trying  to  increase 
the  standard  each  year. 

We  point  with  pardonable  pride  to  the  good  work  in 
our  High  school,  as  the  graduates,  entering  college,  are 
taking  a  high  rank. 

We  found  it  absolutely  necessary  to  make  a  change  in 
the  Chemical  and  Physical  laboratory,  as  the  former  room 
was  wholly  inadequate  for  the  practical  teaching  of  these 
two  essential  branches,  so  the  room  occupied  by  Miss 
Quimby,  as  class  room,  was  fitted  up  at  a  small  expense  for 
laboratory  purposes,  and  the  old  laboratory  was  refitted  for 
a  class  room.  The  present  arrangement  will  meet  all 
requirements  for  some  time. 

We  are  almost  destitute  of  material  for  use  in  Physics, 
but,  owing  to  the  limited  appropriation  this  year,  and  the 
high  price  of  fuel,  we  felt  we  could  not  afford  to  expend 
any  more  money  in  this  direction. 
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I  would  recommend  that  the  committee,  next  year, 
purchase  a  cabinet,  known  as  the  Crowell  cabinet,  for  the 
practical  teaching  of  Physics.  It  is  a  complete  laboratory 
in  itself. 

GRAMMAR    SCHOOL. 

Mr.  W.  L.  Coggins  resigned  last  June  as  principal  of 
the  Grammar  school,  and  his  place  has  been  ably  filled  by 
Mr.  Benjamin  S.  Mooney  of  Rochester,  and  his  work  so 
far  has  proven  him  to  be  an  excellent  instructor  and  a  fine 
disciplinarian. 

The  same  assistants  are  associated  with  Mr.  Mooney, 
and  are,  as  usual,  giving  the  best  of  satisfaction. 

PRIMARY    SCHOOLS. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  teaching  force  of  the 
Primary  grades,  and  the  work  is  very  good,  considering  the 
many  obstacles  the  teachers  have  to  overcome.  So  few  of 
the  French  children  speak  the  English  language,  that  it 
requires  a  great  deal  of  time  and  patience  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher  to  teach  them  to  read  and  speak  correctly. 

For  a  more  complete  report  I  would  refer  you  to  the 
report  of  the  chairman  of  this  committee. 

MUSIC    AND    DRAWING. 

The  departments  of  music  and  drawing  are  being  ably 
filled  by  Miss  Grace  S.  Burt  and  Miss  Sara  K.  Jackson, 
respectively.

HEALTH. 

The  health  of  the  children  during  the  past  year  has 
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been  remarkably  good,  the  sanitary  arrangement  of  the 
schools  being  excellent,  as  the  janitors  have  taken  great 
pride  in  keeping  their  respective  schools  in  a  clean  and 
healthy  condition. 

I  would  say,  in  conclusion,  that  it  will  be  necessary  for 
your  most  honorable  body  to  increase  the  school  appropri- 
ation next  year,  as  we  are  making  rapid  progress  along 
educational  lines,  and  if  we  keep  step,  we  must  have  suffi- 
cient funds  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  times. 

So  high  an  authority  as  President  Eliot  in  an  argu- 
ment before  the  New  Hampshire  State  Teachers'  Associa- 
tion, in  October,  the  i8th,  "advocated  a  material  increase 
in  public  school  expenditures."  He  declared  that  "the 
expenditure  per  pupil  in  the  common  schools  of  the  United 
States  is  altogether  insufficient,"  and  dealt  with  the  educa- 
tional failures  and  disappointments  in  this  country  in  conse- 
quence. 

What  he  earnestly  pleads  for  is  an  effort  to  improve 
the  conditions  which  prevail  as  a  rule  in  the  schools  wherein 
the  first  eight  years  of  a  child's  mental  training  are  spent. 
"  It  is,"  as  he  says,  "no  fit  educational  outcome  in  a  century 
of  democracy,  that  the  work  in  the  elementary  schools 
should  not  be  provided  for  so  liberally  as  to  induce  the 
majority  of  the  students  to  go  further,  and  to  acquire  some 
portion  of  that  higher  and  humanizing  citizenship,  and  for 
a  finer  type  of  manhood  and  womanhood.  ' 

I  would  recommend  that  the  next  school  board  elect  a 
competent  Superintendent  of  Schools,  as,  from  brief  obser- 
vation during  the  year,  it  has  demonstrated  to  my  satisfac- 
tion the  necessity  of  such  an  official. 

He  would  be  helpful  to  the  teachers,  and  his  work 
would  show  for  itself  at  the  end  of  the  year,  especially  in 
the  lower  grades.

REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL. 


To  the  CJiainnan  of  tJie  School  Committee : 

I  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  on  the 
High  school : 

During  the  past  year,  the  school  has  graduated  the 
largest  class  in  its  history,  of  whom  more  than  half  are 
continuing  their  studies  in  higher  schools. 

In  regard  to  attendance  and  punctuality,  there  has  been 
little  ground  to  complain,  especially  of  the  latter,  as  there 
are  now  almost  no  cases  of  tardiness.  The  pupils  take 
pride  in  being  punctual  and  attending  their  school  regu- 
larly, as  may  be  seen  from  the  fact  that  during  the  first 
half  of  the  present  year  fully  half  of  the  pupils  either  had 
no  absence  mark,  or  less  than  two. 

It  is  generally  known  that  the  High  school  furnishes  a 
good  preparatory  course,  but  it  is  not  so  generally  under- 
stood that  it  offers  also  a  good  business  course.  A  thor- 
ough training  is  now  given  in  business  arithmetic,  book- 
keeping, American  history  and  Civil  Government,  physics 
and  chemistry,  etc.  ;  also  a  special  training  is  given  in  Eng- 
lish composition  for  four  years,  including  almost  daily  com- 
position writing.  In  this  latter  work,  the  aim  is  to  make 
the  pupil  able  not  only  to  write  in  good  English  with  some 
facility,  but  also  to  improve  his  spelling  and  punctuation. 
The  study  of  each  of  the  other  subjects  is  continued  for  at 
least  one  year.  Many  people  have  thought  that  the  so- 
called  practical  subjects  were  finished  in  the  grammar 
school,  but  from  this  statement,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  fur- 
ther study  of  all  of  them  is  possible  in  the  High  School. 

During  the  last  year,  a  great  improvement  in  laboratory 
facilities  has  been  made  by  changing  one  laboratory  to  a 
large  room,  thus  enabling  more  pupils  to  work  individually, 
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without  confusion.  Our  apparatus  equipment  in  chemistry 
is  fairly  good,  but  in  physics  it  is  inadequate  to  meet  the 
larger  demands  of  the  colleges.  I  would  recommend  for 
meeting  this  need,  either  the  purchase  of  the  Crowell  appa- 
ratus, or  the  purchase  of  individual  apparatus  for  at  least 
six  pupils,  which  would  necessitate  the  expenditure  of  from 
$150.00  to  $400.00. 

It  will  be  noticed  in  looking  over  the  new  college 
entrance  requirements  by  certificate,  that  the  pupil  must 
not  only  have  studied  certain  required  text-books,  but  also 
that  he  must  do  much  supplementary  reading  in  each 
required  subject.  Our  school  library  and  the  city  library 
do  not  contain  all  the  books  on  all  these  subjects  to  which 
we  should  have  access,  so  I  would  recommend  the  addition 
to  the  school  library  of  such  books  as  are  absolutely  neces- 
sary for  doing  our  work  as  the  colleges  require. 

We  are  under  great  obligation  to  the  trustees  of  the 
public  library  and  to  the  librarian  for  so  generously  per- 
mitting the  use  of  the  library  books  to  the  High  school, 
without  which  our  work  would  have  been  much  handi- 
capped. 

I  have  been  greatly  helped  in  my  work  by  your  cordial 
co-operation  and  the  efficient  support  of  my  assistant 
teachers.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DRAWING. 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board  of  the  City  of  Sovi- 
erszvorth  : 

Gentlemen  : — Your  committee  on  drawing  is  able  to 
report  a  good  year's  work  in  our  schools  in  this  important 
subject.  Drawing  has  a  two-fold  value,  namely:  cultural 
and  practical.  It  educates  the  eye  and  the  head  ;  it  refines 
the  sensibilities.  The  increase  of  technical  education  and 
industries  lays  new  emphasis  upon  drawing.  Miss  Sara  K. 
Jackson,  who  was  elected  to  be  supervisor  of  drawing,  has 
made  a  good  record  in  this  work  during  the  year.  Miss 
Jackson  understands  and  enjoys  her  work.  She  is  a  very 
accomplished  and  competent  teacher.  The  following,  taken 
from  her  report  to  your  committee,  will  show  what  the 
course  aims  to  be  : 

Report  of   Drawing  Teacher. 

"It  is  a  pleasure  to  notice  the  interest  of  the  pupils  in 
this  subject,  for  it  is  a  study  of  inestimable  value  to  them. 
It  trains  the  eye  to  see  beauty  in  things  which  would  other- 
wise pass  unnoticed.  It  trains  the  hand  to  execute  what 
the  brain  veils.  It  encourages  neatness  and  accuracy, 
besides  training  and  guiding  the  taste  of  the  child.  Last, 
but  not  least,  it  gives  him  a  source  of  never-failing  enjoy- 
ment. 

"Especially  in  the  primary  schools  should  constant  prac- 
tice in  drawing  be  encouraged,  both  because  the  foundation 
for  future  work  is  laid  there,  but  because  many  of  the  chil- 
dren there  obtain  their  only  instruction. 

"The  following  subjects  form  a  basis  for  the  whole  out- 
line of  work,  which  is  carefully  graded  to  meet  the  devel- 
oped capacity  of  children. 
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"I.  Representation.  All  materials  can  be  used  in  the 
study  of  this  subject, — pencil,  ink,  colored  crayon,  and 
water-colors, — -working  from  the  simplest  outlines  of  single 
subjects,  to  groups  showing  a  variety  of  'valms,'  and  to 
drawing  from  life. 

"II.  Construction.  This  is  a  very  practical  subject, 
gradually  developed,  until  a  suitable  preparation  is  gained 
for  the  course  in  mechanical  drawing  in  the  High  school. 

"III.  Designing.  All  materials  also  come  into  use 
here.  Begun  by  the  repetition  of  the  simplest  lines  and 
spots,  it  should  be  extended  to  a  point  of  great  beauty  and 
usefulness.  After  learning  the  principles  of  design  by  the 
use  of  simple  conventional  spots,  the  pupil  goes  to  nature 
for  more  beautiful  motives,  applying  the  principles  already 
learned. 

"IV.  Picture  Study.  The  children  are  much  interested 
in  this  subject,  which  is  extremely  beneficial,  for  it  gives 
them  an  acquaintance  with  good  pictures,  and,  it  is  hoped, 
will  influence  their  choice  of  pictures  in  the  future. 

"V.  Composition.  Composition  enters  into  all  the 
other  subjects,  from  the  arrangement  of  the  simplest  group 
of  still  life,  and  the  placing  of  a  spray  of  flowers  upon  a 
page,  to  the  most  complicated  of  designs  and  pictures."

REPORT  OF  MUSIC  COMMITTEE. 


To  tJic  Members  of  the  School  Board  of  the  City  of  Som- 
ersworth  : 

Gentlemen : — At  the  annual  election  in  June  last,  the 
committee  on  music  recommended  the  election  of  Miss 
Grace  Sylvia  Burt  of  Detroit,  Mich.,  to  be  supervisor  of 
music.  The  board  accepted  the  recommendation,  and  Miss 
Burt  was  elected.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  choice 
has  proven  to  be  a  very  fortunate  one.  The  scope  and 
method  of  her  work  are  well  shown  by  the  following  extract 
from  her  report  to  your  committee: 

"The  primary  grades  have  done  good  work  this  year, 
and  are  well  prepared  for  the  regular  work  to  which  they 
will  advance.  Each  pupil  has  seemed  to  take  great  interest 
in  his  music,  and  has  therefore  gained  more  than  he  would 
otherwise  have  done. 

"Varied  scale  drills  and  exercises  have  been  given  to 
develop  pure,  sweet  tones,  and  to  train  the  ear,  as  it  is  con- 
sidered by  the  best  authorities  to  be  very  essential  that 
children  should  learn  to  use  a  light,  fluty  tone,  in  preference 
to  a  loud,  harsh  one. 

"Many  pretty  songs  have  been  taught  in  addition  to 
the  regular  work  outlined  in  the  charts  and  music  readers. 

"They  have  been  chosen  with  the  view  to  giving  the 
children  such  pleasing  songs  that  they  would  like  to  sing 
them  at  home,  as  well  as  in  the  schoolroom,  and  they  have 
been  pitched  high,  rather  than  low,  as  it  is  more  difficult  to 
sing  with  a  harsh,  throaty  tone,  if  the  songs  are  high. 

"The  grammar  grades  have  done  excellent  work,  each 
grade  completing  the  work  outlined  for  it. 
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"  The  pupils  have  been  given  much  drill  in  writing  the 
scales,  and  various  exercises  from  dictation.  Two  and 
three-part  songs  and  exercises  have  been  taken  up,  and 
excellent  results  obtained. 

"  As  in  all  other  grades,  supplementary  songs  have 
been  given,  and  have  been  well  rendered. 

"The  High  school  chorus  has  worked  industriously 
during  the  year,  and  deserves  much  commendation.  On 
account  of  a  lack  of  tenor  voices,  it  is  impossible  to  pro- 
duce the  very  best  results,  but  those  who  have  assisted  on 
the  bass  parts  have  done  much  to  make  a  mixed  chorus 
possible."

REPORT    OF  THE   COMMITTEE  ON    PRIMARY 
SCHOOLS. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  School  Board  of  the 
City  of  Somersivorth,  N.  H.: 

Gentlemen: — The  committee  on  Primary  schools 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

The  school  year  just  ended  has  been  another  year  of 
successful  progress  in  the  primary  grades.  The  teaching 
force  was  the  same  as  last  year,  each  teacher  being  assigned 
the  same  grade  as  taught  the  year  previous,  thus  enabling 
each  teacher  to  get  a  better  insight  of  the  work  of  their 
grade  and  the  advancement  of  the  pupils.  The  course  of 
study  has  been  closely  followed  by  the  teachers,  so  that  the 
pupils  of  the  fifth  grade.  Orange  street  building,  and  the 
pupils  of  the  Union  street  building,  on  entering  the  sixth 
grade  in  the  Chandler  school,  could  be  placed  in  one  class, 
should  it  become  necessary,  as  they  have  performed  pre- 
cisely the  same  work,  and  are  therefore  all  on  an  equal 
footing  at  the  beginning  of  their  Grammar  course. 

The  course  of  study  has  been  well  mapped  out,  and 
the  teachers  of  the  several  grades  join  with  the  committee 
in  stating  that,  with  a  few  minor  changes,  the  course  can 
be  made  entirely  satisfactory. 

The  membership  has  not  been  as  large  as  last  year, 
although  the  attendance  has  been  better,  as  there  has  been 
but  little  sickness  among  the  pupils.  The  decrease  in 
membership  was  not  caused  by  the  non-enforcement  of  the 
truancy  laws,  but  was  wholly  caused  by  many  of  the  French 
pupils  attending  the  parochial  school,  where  they  could  be 
given  a  French  course,  as  well  as  an  English  course.  Father 
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Uemers  having  secured  the  services  of  trained  teachers  at 
a  seminary  in  Montreal,  and  opening  up  his  modern  school 
building  with  accommodations  for  many  more  pupils  than 
could  be  accommodated  in  the  basement  of  the  church,  so, 
under  those  condition,  you  can  readily  ascertain  the  reason 
for  the  decrease  in  membership;  however,  we  further 
desire  to  enlighten  you  as  to  the  membership  of  the  several 
grades,  whereas  last  year  the  teachers  of  the  lower  grades 
were  over-crowded  with  pupils,  some  having  as  many  as 
sixty,  a  far  greater  number  than  one  teacher  can  master, 
and  accomplish  what  she  desires;  whereas  this  year  the 
average  number  in  those  grades  has  been  about  forty,  a 
sufficient  number  for  any  one  teacher  to  accomplish  what  is 
expected  in  those  grades ;  so,  notwithstanding  the  decrease 
in  membership,  each  teacher  of  the  several  primary  grades 
has  had  an  average  number  of  pupils. 

The  Orange  street  building  has  been  under  the  charge 
of  Miss  Mary  F.  Kelley,  who  has  performed  the  duties 
faithfully  and  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  the  discipline 
being  excellent.  Miss  Alice  R.  Chadbourne  has  been  in 
charge  of  fourth  grade;  Miss  M.  Drew,  third  grade;  Miss 
Lillian  M.  Weeden,  second  grade;  and  Misses  Mary  A. 
Parsons  and  Flora  B.  Folsom,  first  grade. 

The  Union  street  building  has  been  under  the  charge 
of  Miss  Alice  M.  Hodsdon,  whose  management  has  been 
very  successful  and  gratifying  to  the  committee.  Miss 
Terese  C.  Curran  has  been  in  charge  of  fourth  grade;  Miss 
Jessie  G.  Lord,  third  grade;  Miss  Etta  F.  Martin,  second 
grade;  Miss  Fannie  A.  Gate,  advanced  first  grade;  Misses 
E.  Maude  Andrews,  Abbie  G.  Keating  and  Sadie  F.  Bunker, 
first  grade. 

Last  year  this  building  contained  an  ungraded  room, 
under  the  charge  of  Miss  Sadie  F.  Bunker.  The  cause  for 
such  was  the  change  in  the  truancy  law,  compelling  chil- 
dren between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years  to  attend 
school,  and  all  children  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  six- 
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teen  years,  who  could  not  read  and  write  the  EngHsh  lan- 
guage correctly,  were  compelled  to  attend  school,  thus  plac- 
ing in  the  lower  grade  schools  a  number  of  pupils  between 
the  ages  of  twelve  and  sixteen  years.  Your  committee  at 
once  set  to  work  to  right  matters,  and  after  a  careful  study 
of  the  situation,  decided  to  place  the  large  pupils  in  a  room 
by  themselves,  thus  enabling  them  to  advance  more  rap- 
idly ;  so,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  the  greater  number  were 
able  to  comply  with  the  law,  and  were  granted  certificates  ; 
the  remainder,  on  entering  in  the  fall,  were  examined  and 
placed  among  the  several  grades.  This  will  hardly  occur 
again,  as  the  truancy  laws  are  now  so  strict  that  it  will  be 
impossible  for  the  parents  to  keep  their  children  from 
school.  The  teachers  of  the  prmiary  grades  have  worked 
earnestly  to  make  our  school  system  equal  to  any  city  in  the 
state,  and  have  received  favorable  commendation  from  the 
many  visitors  from  other  cities  and  towns  who  have  taken 
occasion  to  visit  our  schools  during  the  past  year.  The 
teachers  in  the  several  grades  have  given  much  considera- 
tion to  the  reading  during  the  year  just  closed,  and  one 
familiar  with  the  several  grades  can  readily  see  the  vast 
progress  that  has  been  made. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  Miss  Stella  Downing,  teacher 
in  the  sixth  grade  Grammar,  was  compelled  to  ask  for  a 
leave  of  absence  for  the  balance  of  the  school  year,  on 
account  of  ill  health,  and  the  committee  having  the  matter 
in  charge  placed  Miss  Mary  A.  Parsons,  teacher  of  the  first 
grade  primary  in  the  Orange  street  building,  in  charge  of 
her  school,  thus  leaving  a  vacancy  in  Miss  Parsons's  school, 
and  Miss  Julia  McCarthy,  teacher  at  the  Blackwater  school, 
was  advanced  to  that  grade,  so  that  the  committee  having 
the  matter  in  charge  acted  very  wisely  in  not  upsetting  the 
work  of  all  the  grades,  the  arrangement  being  only  a  tem- 
porary one.  Miss  McCarthy,  having  had  several  years' 
experience  at  teaching  in  the  Blackwater  school,  is  meeting 
with  good  success.     The  health  of  the  children  as  a  whole 
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has  been  excellent,   which  adds  much  to  the  advancement 
of  the  pupils,  as  well  as  the  attendance. 

In  closing,  we  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  the 
teachers,  who  have  labored  so  diligently  with  us  to  make 
the  year  a  pleasant  as  well  as  a  successful  one.

We  desire  at  this  time  to  inform  you  of  the  improve- 
ments made  to  the  school  property  during  the  year,  and 
also  take  this  opportunity  to  make  recommendations  to  the 
board  for  the  coming  year. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year,  we  placed  our  esti- 
mates before  the  city  council,  askuig  for  the  sum  of  $18,000, 
but  were  only  granted  $17,000;  therefore,  we  were 
unable  to  do  many  necessary  repairs  to  the  buildings ;  how- 
ever, repairs  needing  immediate  attention  were  attended  to. 

The  Woodvale  school  house,  which  was  in  a  leaky  con- 
dition, was  re-shingled,  and  other  minor  repairs  made  to 
the  building ;  other  minor  repairs  were  made  to  the  Black- 
water  school  building.  At  the  Chandler  school  building, 
galvanized  iron  gutters  and  conductors  were  placed  about 
the  building,  and  the  water  conveyed  to  the  main  sewer, 
thus  doing  away  with  a  nuisance  of  having  the  rain  water 
wash  the  gravel  off  the  school  yard  on  to  land  of  the  abut- 
ters, and  also  on  to  the  Green  street  sidewalk. 

The  basement  walls  of  the  High,  Orange,  Chandler  and 
Union  street  buildings  were  thoroughly  whitened,  so  that 
now  they  present  a  clean  and  tidy  condition.  This  is  all 
the  repairs  we  were  able  to  do,  on  account  of  the  small 
appropriation.      We  would,  therefore,   recommend  to  the 
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incoming  board,  that  the  exterior  of  the  Orange  street 
building  be  painted  ;  also,  that  the  walls  of  the  school  rooms 
in  the  Chandler  building  be  tinted. 

In  closing,  we  desire  to  express  thanks  to  the  janitors 
of  the  several  buildings,  who  have  worked  in  harmony  with 
each  other,  and  have  given  the  best  of  satisfaction.

REPORT    OF    WATER    COMMISSIONERS. 


To    His    Honor,    the    Major,   and   Members    of  tJie    City 
Council : 

Gentlemen  : — We  hereby  submit  to  you  the  following 
report  as  water  commissioners  of  the  city  of  Somersworth 
for  the  year  ending  March  i,  1903  : 

On  June  16,  1902,  your  commissioners  met  at  their 
office,  and  organized  by  electuig  Arthur  J.  Seavey,  chair- 
man, and  Michael  O'Malley,  clerk  of  the  board. 

Patrick  D.  O'Connell  was  elected  superintendent  of 
the  water  works ;  James  A.  Flanagan,  engineer  at  the 
pumping  station,  and  John  Parsons,  Assistant. 

FILTER    BED. 

During  the  year  the  filter  bed  and  pump  wells  were 
given  a  thorough  cleansing  in  the  months  of  August,  1902, 
and  January,  1903,  which  seemed  to  be  sufficient  to  keep 
them  in  good  condition. 

PUMPING    STATION. 

Only  such  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  machinery  as 
were  needed  to  keep  it  in  good  running  condition.  Insurance 
is  carried  on  everything  at  the  station,  including  station, 
machinery,  boilers  and  chimney,  which  make  it  well  pro- 
tected against  fire  or  lightning. 

EXTICNSIONS. 

During  the  year  the  following  extensions  of  distribu- 
tion pipe  have  been  made : 

School  street,   173  feet   i-inch  pipe. 


Home  street,  368  feet  4-inch  pipe. 
Hanson  street,  645  feet  4-inch  pipe. 
Pearl  street,  370  feet  4-inch  pipe.

EXTENSION. 

During  the  month  of  June  a  petition  from  Henry 
Home  and  others,  asking  for  an  extension  of  water  pipe  on 
Home  and  Hanson  streets,  was  presented  to  the  City 
Council  and  referred  to  the  board  of  water  commissioners, 
and  on  July  28,  1902,  the  following  report  was  sent  back 
to  the  City  Council : 

Your  board  of  water  commissioners,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  petition  of  Henry  Home  and  others,  offer  the 
following  report : 

We  have  examined  the  same  and  find  it  will  cost  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  to  construct  the  same. 

We  would  recommend  that  your  honorable  body  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  to  con- 
struct the  same. 

The  petition  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  finance, 
with  power  to  act. 

The  board  of  water  commissioners  met  the  committee 
on  finance,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  water  commissioners 
use  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  from  their  earnings, 
and  the  committee  on  finance  would  furnish  five  hundred 
dollars,  to  construct  the  same. 

SEWER    PIPE. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  added  nineteen  new 
services,  making  a  total  of  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two  now 
in  use. 

WATER    IN    GENERAL. 

The  water  during  the  year  has,  as  usual,  been  excel- 
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lent.  There  has  been  Httle,  or,  in  fact,  no  complaint  during 
the  year,  but  your  commissioners,  wishing  to  know  the  con- 
dition of  the  water,  have  sent  samples  of  water  from  the 
different  sections  of  the  city  once  a  month  to  the  state 
chemist  at  Concord,  and  all  reports  from  the  chemist  showed 
the  water  to  be  excellent  in  every  way.

In  regard  to  the  financial  statements  of  the  water 
works  for  the  past  year,  you  will  notice  by  the  report  that 
we  have  expended  $709.97  more  than  our  receipts,  but  it  is 
not  surprising,  owing  to  the  high  price  of  coal  the  past 
year.  Never  in  the  history  of  the  water  works  have  we  had 
to  pay  such  high  prices  for  coal  as  the  last  winter,  but  we 
feel  assured  that  when  coal  is  at  its  normal  price,  the  water 
works  can  be  made  to  pay  the  running  expenses  and  inter- 
est, but  not  the  bonds.

REPORT    OF    SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the    Water  Commissioners : 

Gentlemen: — Agreeably  to  the  rules  and  regulations 
relating  to  the  duties  of  the  superintendent,  I  submit  my 
fifth  annual  report,  ending  February  28,  1903. 

PUMPING     STATION. 

The  boilers  have  been  regularly  inspected  by  the 
Fidelity  and  Casualty  Insurance  Company,  who  report  them 
to  be  in  good  condition.  Two  new  mouth-pieces  have  been 
put  in  this  year.  Extensive  repairs  have  also  been  made 
on  the  condenser,  and  a  quantity  of  different  size  valves 
and  packing  have  been  bought.  Aside  from  these,  no  other 
expenses  have  been  incurred,  and  no  other  repairs  have 
been  needed. 

FILTER    BED. 

It  has  been  cleaned  out  twice  and  spaded  once;  Aug- 
ust 22,  1902,  it  was  cleaned  and  spaded,  and  the  screen  well 
cleaned  out,  at  a  cost  of  $76.45 ;  January  9,  1903,  it  was 
cleaned  at  a  cost  of  $52.23. 

STAND    PIPE. 

In  regard  to  the  stand  pipe,  I  would  recommend  that 
it  be  inspected  by  the  company  who  built  it  some  time  be- 
fore December,  1903.  I  have  found  a  number  of  small  leaks 
this  year,  and  have  repaired  them  at  a  slight  cost. 

EXTENSIONS    AND    IMPROVEMENTS. 

By  order  of  the  board  of  water  commissioners,  an 
extension  of  173  feet  and  3  inches  of  i-inch  pipe  was  put 
in  on  School  street,  to  prevent  a  dead  end ;  also  368  feet  on 
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Home  street,  4-inch  pipe;  645  on  Hanson  street,  4-inch 
pipe  ;  370  feet  on  Pearl  street,  4-inch  pipe.  Total  number 
of  feet  of  pipe,  4-inch,  1383,  with  two  4-inch  gates;  the 
total  cost  of  same,  $976.55. 


HYDRANTS. 

There  has  been  one  new  hydrant  added  this  year,  on 
Hanson  street,  making  93.  It  cost  to  maintain  and  repair 
hydrants  this  year,  $87.64. 

DISTRIBUTION    PIPE. 

There    have   been    six    leaks    in  "distribution  pipe  this 

year. 

One  in  joint  of  16-inch  pipe  on  Rochester  street. 

One  in  joint  of  8-inch  pipe  on  Back  street. 

One  in  joint  of  16-inch  pipe  at  junction  of  Wells  and 
Rochester  streets. 

One  in  joint  of  8-inch  pipe  on  High  street. 

One  in  joint  of  4-inch  pipe  on  Chesley  avenue. 

One  in  joint  of  4-inch  pipe  on  Burke  street. 

SERVICE     PIPE. 

Since  March  i,  1902,  nineteen  new  services  have  been 
added,  making  the  whole  number  to  March  i,  1903,  862. 
Repairs  have  been  made  on  eleven  services. 

On  February  28,  1903,  there  were  in  use  175  water 
meters ;  owned  by  water  takers,  5  ;  owned  by  water  depart- 
ment, 170.  The  classification  of  meters  in  use  February 
28,  1903,  is  as  follows :
